John Clarke Memorial Church. 


Will tho 
Democratic members of 


Congress surrender their pork barrel 
campaign for the take of national pre- 
parednesat It is evident that those 
members of the party who would like to 
' tatd the treasury for the benefit of their 


local communities will have no aid from 
the President. On the other hand will 
they aid him to carry out his constantly 
changing policy! A year ago, Mr. Wil- 
son was against preparation for the 
national defense. To-day that is the 
one idea that he has in mind. 


An attempt by the church of Boston 


to introduce their authority in New- 
port was made in 1639 by sending three 
cf their brethren wilh letters to Mr. 
Coildington and the rest of their former 
brethren, then settled in Newport, to 
give an account to their Church for 
what it deemed an unwarrantable prac- 
tice of their Newport members, in com- 
municating with ex-communicated per- 
sons. 


On their coming to Newport they 


found that those who dwelled there 
hsd formed an independent churcb, and 
refused to hear the messengers of the 
Boston Churcb, or ta receive their 
letters; a report of all of which was 
made to the church in Boston on the 
Ifilhof March, 1639-40. 


About this time, Rev. Robert Len- 


thsll, of Weymouth, was invited to 
come to Newport and open a school, the 
town granting him as an inducement 1W 
acres of land for a farm, and houselot 
of four acres. They also granted him 
the use of 100 acres more, so long as 
he should teach school in the town. 
There is no evidence that Mr. Lenthall 
had the special care of the church, but 
as a man of learning he, like Mr. 
Clarke, would be likely to take an ac- 
tive part in religious labors. Mr. Len- 
thall stayed in Newport about one year; 
after his leaving, the church went en 
as before. [Robert Lenthall was the 
first public school teacher in this coun- 
try.] 


Nicholas Easton used to teach at 


Newport, and with some others main- 
tained that "man had no power or will 
of himself, but as he was acted by- 
God; and seeing that God filled all 
things, nothing could be, or move, but 


to incur an expense that would not be 
concurred in by the people. In olden 
days when cattle were allowed to roam 
at'large, there was a necessity of a 
fence to protect the grass and trees, 
but under our present Taws there is no 
want of such a protection. When >t was 
propped to remove the fence around 
Touro Park 
great objections were 


raised, and it was accomplished only by 
the determination of a few individuals, 
but at the present time were it pro- 
posed to put a fence around that park 
Ihe sentiments of two-thirds of the citi- 
tens would be against it. A few pet 
sons oppose the removal of the Mai 
fence, and only a few, and their ground 
of objeclion are nol very strong, in fac 
the only objection we have heard wa 
lhat Ihe Mall was lower lhan the side- 
walk and il would be necessary to fill i 
up to a level, at a cost of a thousam 
dollars, if the fence was removed. Bu 
we cannot see the point why it shoult 
require filling up wilhout, any mor 
than with Ihe fence. But if it shoul 
be deemed best lo fill it up, it can b 
dore, as the street commissioner has 
supply of dirt, and the expense woul 
be very small. We hope it will be re 
moved and given lo the poor for fuel.

and Fatally Injures Six 


NOT DUE TO OUTSIDE AGENCY 


Not Enough Left of Twenty-Six Vic- 


tlm» For Identification—Nothing but 
Big Hole Left In Ground Where 
Packing House Stood—Causa of Ex- 
plosion t Mystery 


Wilmington, Del., Dec. 1.—Thirty- 


one workmen were killed and six la- 
tally Injured in a. territic eiplosion ol 
about four tons ol black powder at 
llie C'pper Hegley yard of the Du Pont 
Powder company. 


The cauEe ot the explosion Is not 


known. According to a statement JE- 
eued by the company, the origin "will 
probably always remain a mystery." 


Nevertheless a moat searching In- 


vestigation has been Instituted by the 
officials of the company, and every 
employe who was near the destroyea 
building will be pul through & thor- 
ough examination In the hope tbat 
some clue as to the cause may tie 
learned. 


There was the usual rumor, that 


some outside 
agency 
might 
have 


caused the explosion, but Du Pont ol- 
hcials said there was not a shred or 
evidence upon which to 
hang 
any 


theory. 


The explosion occurred In a pack- 


ing house where black powder pel- 
lets are prepared for shipment. These 
pellets are used for rlnes.and other 
purposes, much of the powder, If not 
all, being shipped to the warring na- 
tions. 


Tha packing hou>e was situated In 


a valley along the historic Brandy- 
wine creek and was one of a large 
group of small buildings, which mat* 
up the Upper Hagley plant of the Du 
Pont company 
about three 
miles 


northwest ot the city.

rocked the whole valley but shook and 
startled Wilmington.

Twenty-sir men were in the 
packing house when the powder went 
off, and not enough of any of them 
was left for Idenllncatlon, with the 
exception of Allan A. Thaxter, the 
foreman, whose home Is in Portland, 
Me. 


Four of the thirty men killed were 


blown to pieces while at work outside 
the packing house. 


The men who were Injured were 


outside the plant. 
They were struck 


by bits of machinery, flying boards, 
rocks and other debris, and all were 
badly mutilated. One or two hod eyes 
blown out and several lost an arm or 
leg. Physicians stated they were so 
badly injured that not one of them Is 
expected to survive.

He warns 


farmers against tho general use of raw 
rock phosphates and advises tho moro 
soluablo and available forms, such as 
nro generally found in largo quantities 
In the mixca and special ferlilizerB on 
Ihe markets, 


"Natural rock phosphates are una- 


daplcd to Iho conditions of our agricul- 
ture. What is needed is frequent (and 
in tho case of hoed crops-annual appli- 
cations of dissolved phosphates;" Bays 
Prof. Brooks In his summary. "High 
grado fertilizers with a large amount of 
water-soluable phosphoric acid are moat 
favorable to a. quick start and early 
maturity."
